The land itself, semi-arid and 


parched in summer beneath a sun 
which sends temperatures up close 
to 120 degrees at times, has been 
peopled in the past with home- 
steaders, dry farmers and small 
stock raisers, attempting to wrest 
from the earth a rather meager 
living 


It is in the foothills of the coast 


range mountains—the Elk hills lead- 
Ing up to the loftier peaks of the 
Santa Barbara's which, in turn break 
abruptly into the sea less than 100 
miles westward. 


Great Oil Pools.

Beware of Skin Diseases

NY skin disease is an embarrassment, but some | 


are positively loathsome. When the hairy [ 
parts are involved there are complications 


which add to the misery of the victim and of the j 
onlooker, 'too. 


The unfortunate thing about some of these dis- | 


eases is that they are contagious or infectious. 
They are easily passed on to others. 


I desire to tell you about two such troubles. One I 


attacks men almost exclusively, involving the part | 
of the face where the beard grows. The other is 
found in the scalps of school children. 


Both these diseases are forms of ringworms. Of course, ringworm 


Is not confined to the hairy parts.-*-

It may be found in the palms of the 
hands and the soles - of the feet. 
But usually the head, the space un- 
der the arm, or some other hair 
covered region is the favorite seat 
of the disease. 


Perhaps you will be surprised to 


learn that the finger-nails or the 
toe-nails may be reached by this 
condition. It is a disease of what 
•we call "epithelial tissue"—skin, 
nails and hair. 
Ringworm is what is usually 
called a germ disease. That Is, it 
is caused by a microscopic agent of 
some sort. There are special types 
of these agents and each particular 
form has its particular field of 
choice. The scalp type will not at- 
tack the hairless skin, and it may be 
said in general that the beard type 
rarely attacks the scalp. 
Germs are just as fussy in their 
appetites as children are. If a boy 
can't have candy he won't take 
bread. So germs have an appetite 
for certain tissues and won't feed 
upon any other.

A native of North America, it was 
introduced in England -during the 
reign of Henry the Eighth and be- 
gan Its career as a holiday dainty 
in 1585. So. much for the turkey 
family tree with, its honored an- 
tiquity. 
The turkey has a vile disposition 
and is a bully among his own, 
though among strange birds he is 
weak and cowardly. This in no way 
affects the excellence of the meat, 
which is always more or less a lux- 
ury. In order to appreciate it thor- 
oughly, we should know many good 
ways to prepare it other than by 
simply stuffing and roasting it the 
usual way. 
On special turkey farms, where 


the birds are fattened for the holi- 
day trade, they are put into a warm, 
dry shed, roomy and open to the 
south, kept scrupulously clean, and 
the birds are fed twice a day. Their 
food consists of grains, ground 
oats, maize and hot milk. 
The 
acquisition of fat whitens the meat 
and enriches its flavor.

beard it is known popularly as "bar- 
ber's itch." 
This disease la superficial at first 
and may involve just a few hairs. 
In time, however, the area increases 
in size and the deeper structures are 
involved. 
First, there are redness, thicken- 
ing, scaliness and itching of the 
skin. Pretty soon the hairs faJl out 
or break off, leaving sore places. 
There may be tumor-like spots, cov- 
ered with dead hair and with holes 
into the skin. vPus may flow from 
these openings. 
This may dry on 
the hairs, forming an unsightly 
crust or scab. 
Ringworm of the scalp, or "fa- 
vus," is a disease of childhood, espe- 
cially of school children. 
I shall not attempt to discriminate 


between favus and true ringworm. 
They are probably not identical in 
origin, but in their symptoms and 
progress, as well as in then- treat- 
ment, they are twins. I am saying 
this for the benefit of my scientific 
readers who might find fault with 
me if I did not proclaim my knowl- 
edge of the difference. 
Yellow crusts gradually increase in 
extent and depth until they look like 
honeycomb. The hairs fall out or 
break off, leaving bald spots, vary- 
ing in size from a dime to a silver 
dollar. 
The scalp Infection may he brought 
about by germs carried to it by hair 
brushes and combs. Hats and other 
articles of dress may convey the in- 
fecting agent. It is probable, too, 
that dogs, cats, horses, cows, birds 
and other animals may transmit the 
disease to human beings. 
All forms of ringworm are the re- 
sult of uncleanliness or carelessness. 
Modern barber shops and hairdress- 
ing establishments are kept scrupu- 
lously clean and the implements are 
sterilized. These precautions are 
making ringworm a very rare dis- 
ease. 
\ 
In the treatment of ringworm, no 
matter •whether it is in^the form of 
"barber's itch," favus of the scalp, 
or ringworm, of :the_body, the meth- 
ods are simple and" ^satisfactory. 
Scrub the parts clean, using for 
this purpose tincture of green soap. 
Remove—all the crusts and scales. 
Then paint the involved surface 
with iodine and let it dry. 
Having cleaned and sterilized the 
skin in this way, paint it over with 
flexible collodion, commonly known 
as "new skin." This will cover and 
protect the sore places. 
There are other methods of treat- 
ment, but our experience in the New- 
York City schools has caused us to 
adopt
